I  \/as  on  Guam  at  the  tine  of  Its  surrender  on  10  December 

1941 oj 

I  went  into  the  bills  to  destroy  seme  equipment  and 
returned  on  20  December  1941  ar'  surrendered  ryself  to  tbe 
Japanese,  I  was  suffering  from  dysentnry  at  tbe  tine  and 
was  put  in  tbe  hospital  y/bere  I  renrined  until  5  January 
1942,  At  tba.t  tine  I  ’./as  taken  *ron  tbe  hospital  and 
plrccd  In  th<  concentration  area  v/berc  all  of  tbe  navy  and 
white  civilian  personnel  bad  been  put  at  the  tine  of  surrender. 
This  v/rs  in  the  Catholic  church  next  door  to  tbe  hospital. 
About  six  hundre  pcopi'  were  interned  in  this  church. 

When  I  arrived  t^crc  on  5  January  1942,  I  found  that  most 
of  the  people  bad  lest  ccrridtrr.blc  weight,  We  v/cre  fed- 
one  potato  and  on  .  small  ]  icee  of  meat  twice  a.  day.  Wo 
were  very  crowded  the  church.  Our  only  3?  nitary  facility 
was  p.  slit  trench  outride  of  the  church  w'rticb  served  as 
a  tcilet  for  all  six  lund.ud  people.  Cur  only  water  cane 
from  one  tap  v/hic*  hod  to  serve  all  of  us  for  both  drinking 
end  washing.  I  was  told  that  at  the  tine  of  the  surrender, 
about  sixty  to  seventy  per  cent  of  those  who  surrendered 
were  stripped  naked  and  put  into  this  internment  area  v/here 
they  remained  with  at  cl^  ching  until  the  Japanese  clothed 
then  fron  the  supplies  >n  hand  in  the  N^vy  Snail  Stores. 

At  the  tine  I  arrived  there  all  of  then  were  fully  clothed. 

On  10  January  1942.  all  of  t^c  interned  prisoners  v/cre 
placed  aboard  the  Argentina  Mr.ru  where  they  were  quartered 
in  the  holds,  Wc  were  taken  to  Zontsuji  prisoner  of  war 
camp  on  Chikoku  where  we  arrived  on  15  January  1942. 

Zentsuji  v/as  a  former  cavalry  and  infantry  training  station, 
it  was  a  "sh  nv  camp"  established  for  propaganda  purposes. 

We  were  nr  t  nistr  ated  here  ir  any  ’ay,  as  the  Japanese 
frequently  brought  high  ranking  members  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  and  of  the  civilian  population  out  to  sec  the  prisoners 
cf  war.  We  were  not  permitted  to  sond  any  nail  out,  although 
each  of  us  vr  s  permitted  to  send  a  radiogram  to  our  families. 
The  rocUograi  that  I  sent  v/as  received  in  the  United  States 
by  r.y  sister  22  Feb.  1942* 

I  remained  at  Zei-.tsuji  until  5  June  v/here  I  was  taken 
to  Cs'ka  in  charge  "f  the  detail  of  150  non.  Wo  v/ere  quartered 
in  the  grand,  stand  of  the  stadium  "t  Ichioka  and  remained 
here  until  20  Oct  ber.  This  v/as  net  a  ca.r.p  until  wc  arrived 
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at  which  tint  wo  set  up  a  prise n  cr.rp  there.  Later,  after 
we  left,  Ichioka  was  converted  into  r.  prisoner  ef  war 
hospital  for  all  the  K^be  and  Osaka  cnnps.  still  later 
it  was  closed  an"  the  hospital  was  neved  into  Kobe. 

I  renrinec  at  Ichioka  until  20  October  with  t^e  detail 
cf  150  nen  setting  the  place  up  as  a.  prisoner  of  war  canp. 
Our  trertnent  was  '’air  and  in  view  of  what  happened  to  us 
Inter,  we  cV;  n  t  ctnsidcr  that  we  v;ere  r  istrcr.tcd  in  any 
way  worthy  of  note.

&n  20  October  1942 ,  I  and  ny  detail  of  1J>0  non  were 
taken  to  the  Osaka  r.r.in  ctr.p  at  Honcho,  and  we  renoined 
here  until  1  June  1945V|  There  ere  tv/enty-two  coups  in  the 
Osaka  group.

I  At  Honcho  we  had  an  average  of  £50  to  700  prisoners, 
including  ab  ut  180  Americans,  All  (f  t^e  Ancricans  who 
had  been  with  nc  at  Ichioka  were  at  Honcho,  I  was  in 
charge  of  the  prisoners  of  war  at  Poncho,  Y;c  received 
700  grans  of  food  drily,  usually  rice  and  soup.  The  r.en 
lest  weight  and  their  health  deteriorated  because  they 
didn’t  have  enough  of  the  proper  kind  of  feed, 

All  of  t^e  non  in  the  canp,  unless  they  were  sick 
in  the  hospital  or  in  t^o  car.p  sick  ward,  v;crc  required 
to  work  drily  fron  six  thirty  in  the  norning  tc  five  thirty 
in  the  evening,  we  had  a  Jr  If  hour  out  for  lunch  and  cne 
ten  r.inutc  rest  period  both  in  the  r.crning  and  in  the 
efternoon.  Our  w:rk  was  very  hard,  Too  following  details 
worked  outside  the  car.p  drily  over  t^e  2-1/2  years  wc  wore 
in  Honcho  1

of  the  non  by  the  Japanese,,  In  r:  st  cases  t^cy  were  working 
side  by  side  wit*  Japanese  soldiers  who  continually  tack 
a.dvr  ntage  of  then  r  nd  administered  r  any  severe  beatings 
to  then©  In  nr  case  dc  v.?c  know  the  names  <  f  these  Japanese 
soldiers  r.s  a.  new  group  usually  worked  with  toe  non  every 
week,  The  only  beating  rbcut  which  I  have  definite  informa¬

The  average  number  f  men  in  rui  camp  was  between  650 
and  700  men.  Of  these  at  ut  IPO  ir  meiv  men  died  in  the  tv/c 
and  p.  half  years  ve  were  interned  at  Fmckr,  Of  these  48 
were  Americana.  *  I  had  r  list  f  the  Americans  v/hc  ^icd 
at  Fench~  tut  I  turned  it  <  ver  to  r  Naval  captain  fren  the 
district  N"val  Intelli  tncv.  in  Pcnrl  *Trrb  r.  I  alsc  had 
a  list  of  tv c  Britis1  an  foreigners  v;hr  died  in  the  camp 
and  tvesc  I  turned  ovLI  to  r  British  Ser  emt  1  t  jo,r  at 
the  tire  of  •-'ur  liberation.  IJfjost  of  the  deaths  "ccurred 
from  pneumonia,  beri  teri,  or ’dysentery. 

Abut  fifteen  of  the  deaths  in  the  camp  were  due.  I

Belov/  I  sVll  list  f  ■  ur 
exrr  pics  vd  icv  I  believe  arc  representative  of  the  fifteen 
deaths  due  tr  labor  v/hjle  sick.J  As  all  rf  these  r.cn  were 
sick  at  t> e  tine  they  were  forced  tc  work,  I  consider  that 
Ce]  tcin  iilyat^ke ,  Lt.  Nosu,  Lt.  Nr.ruoa,  Dr.  Ar/'ha,  and  Pvt. 
Kond"  art.  i\  s]  nsille.  All  of  the  fifteen  deaths  recurred 
in  s  :  ewhat  the  sarm  •  anner  as  the  four  I  sh^il  describe 
below. 

f  Knud, sen,  ‘  rmer  Third  Officer  on  a  Standard  Oil  tanker, 
either  the  a-  c^nv  Vacuum:  or  the  Tidewater,  developed  pneumonia 
in  November  1243  and  was  running  r  fever  of  about  104 
degrees.  After  repeated  demands  to  the  Japanese,  Captain 
ISiyatrke  finally  cane  over  to  see  Knudsen.  Ft  f  reed 
Knudsen  b'  c  ir.b  cut  of  his  upper-tier  hunk  and  stand 
at  attention.  TTc.  then  knocked  Knuc.scn  to  the  floor  with 
his  fist  for  n't  saluting  roperly.  I  tried  to  stop  v-in 
fren  hitting  Knudsen  because  Knudsen  was  a  very  sick  man 
but  Miyatakc  unbuckled  his  gy/o-rd  and  vit  me  across  the 
stonaeV  with  it.  After  r  while,  hc  had  Knudsen  put  in 
the  hack  of  -  truck  and  he  was  driven  to  the  hospital  in 
the  stadium  at  Ichicka.

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Anthony  Sa.rrfin  wrs  pn  Itrlinn  National,  vc  was  a 
civilirn  vAc  had  been  trken  ;  ris-  ner  ty  a  German  rridcr, 
either  Bolder  Nc,  9  or  No*  18  in  the  Scuth  Atlantic. 

These  tv/o  raiders  opera  tad  rut  of  Yokohama  and  at  one  tine 
they  returned  136  jris^ntrs  tc  Yokohama  who  vrd  been  erptured 
fren  ncrchrnt  vessels  sunk  ty  t Vc  raiders o  Sorrfin  was 
one  of  these  136  ;ris;ners0  In  June  1944  he  complained 
continually  for  rbrut  ten  days  that  he  was  suffering  fren 
beri  beri.,  Fc  rent  rn  sick  call  but  was  f creed  te  vrrk 
anyhow,,  One  day  uo  rent  -  ut  on  t^e  stevedorinp  Job  p.t  the 
Maeda  Company's  military  warehouse,  but  he  collapsed  cn 
the  Job,  was  t"kcn  back  to  ernp  rnd  put  in  his  bunk,  and 
ebrut  five  r(]'(  the  next  day  I  virs  n- tified  t*rt  he  was 
deado  I  rent  over  ane  found  out  th"t  he  i  ust  h^ve  died 
sruc  tine  between  ttree  and  five  in  the  nomine  in  his  bed0 

Bosun  Mate  First  Class  wcss  fron  the  USS  Quail  was 
sufferin''  fron  beri  beri,  Jaundice,  skin  ulcers,  dysentery, 
end  peins  in  the  stone. eh-,  Although  he  repeatedly  complained 
end  tried  to  be  classified  as  sick  he  was  forced  tc  work 
ever  a  period  of  "brut  six  weeks  when  he  we s  ill.  Finally 
one  day  Pvt.  Hondo  decided  that  he  was  toe  ill  to  work  rnd 
ordered  us  tr  prepare  a  litter  ;arty  t^  take  Ftss  to 
Ichicka.  THs  was  in  June  1944.  Fess  died  on  the  litter 
about  one  hundred  feet  outside  the  carp. 

In  t>*e  winter  of  1943  D.  Fr.ith,  Radiomen  First 
Class,  USN,  was  ill  v/ith  tve  flu.  We  tried  t<  pet  hin  put 
in  the  sick  bay.  The  Japanese  forced  hir.  tc  work*  Fe 
died  twenty-four  h-Urs  later  due  t"  exposure® 

Our  carp  was  located  in  tve  industrial  area  cf  Osaka, 

We  were  within  two-hundred  yards  of  the  largest  warehouse- 
in  Osaka,  Sumitomo  Company.  This  was  a  six  story  buildinf, 
e.b  ut  one  hundred  yards  lenp  and  was  surrounded  by  ab  ut 
one  hundred  fifty  rdovms0  It  was  used  as  a.  navy  warehouse. 
Within  a  few  Hecks  cf  us  were  v:a rehouses,  ferries,  dry 
decks,  rnd  piers  at  rvich  nen-of-wer  frequently  were  tied 
up.  There  were  military  targets  all  around  us.  The  carp, 
ns  well  as  tve  w*~ole  surrcun  in»  area,  was  wiped  cut  1  June- 
1945  in  a  B-29  raid,  N,  nc  of  ny  men  were  killed  but  25 
received  severe  burns.  Tbc  cn  p  was  ne  t  marked  and  no 
effort  was  n~de  t  •  communicate  our  position  to  the  Americans 
c-r  tc  rcr  <  vc  cur  camp  fron  the  area  sc  full  of  military 
targets. 

The  Japanese  provided  us  wit)  practically  nc  medicine 
or  medical  or  surpica.l  facilities  wMle  we  were  in  camp, 
Although  v;c  had  experienced  t  en  to  treat  cur  sick  and 
wounded  we  had  n-  facilities  they  cruld  use.  In  March  1943 
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rcc>  ivod  1'  rtv  crscs  of  medicine  and  medical  supplies 
fr  n  the  Reel  Cress.  These  were  supposed  to  serve  the  twenty- 
two  camps  in  the  Osaka  area,  However,  the  Japanese  refused 
t  rllcv;  anything  i:cre  thrn  a  sripll  trickle  of  these 
supplies  t  he  delivered  to  the  other  Osak^  cn  ps.  At 
the  tine  the  cn  .p  v;r. s  wiped  out  on  1  June  we  still  had. 
abut  ninety  percent  'f  these  r.edicrl  supplies  on  hand, 
although  tvcy  ceuld  hove  been  used  very  well  to  spvc  the 
lives  of  non  rnd  ; revent  tvcir  suffering  in  tve  other  Osrkr 
cn  ps.  In  Ilrrch  1944  we  received  mother  forty  cnscs  <~f 
medicine  and  in  Nr  venbtr  1944  v:e  received  120  coses  of 
medicine.  Thcsi  were  both  sent  to  us  by  tvc  Red  Cross. 

A  sh  rt  \vhil».  after  1>ey  arrived,  t^e  Japanese  r.rdc  us 
reprek  these  tw  shiprunts  of  160  coses  rnd  told  us  they 
were  beinc  taKn  to  a  camp  rt  Ikunc.  I  hod.  never  heard  of 
this  cn  rnc  neither  had  anyone  I  met  in  the  area.  I 
d  n  t  know  y.Vat  tve  Jrprnese  did  with  thest  160  cases 
although  Vrncc  ,  a  Chief  Radioman,  USN,  wv  was  a  patient 
in  the  Jnn  1  ilitaiy  hospital  in  Osr  ka. ,  told  me  he  saw  plasma, 
fren  this  Red  Cross  shipment  stored  in  the  hospital, 
evidently  tve  J^cnesc  t  ok  tve  Red.  Cress  supplies  and  used 
it  for  their  own  battle  casualties’.  / 

On  1  June  1945  we  md  ''ll  cur  guards  were  taken  to 
Camp  Tsumori.  Tvis  had  been  one  ef  the  old  Osaka  cat  ps 
but  had  been  closed  when  the  non  in  it  were  taken  to  a  camp 
in  Nagoya.  Y/e  remained  here  until  19  June  and  were  not 
mistreated  or  han  ed  in  any  way.  V.:e  were  tvcn  taken  to 
Cn  p  No.  10  at  Nrgtya,  a  nev;  canp  about  one-half  r.ile  from 
Noma  chi.  ’.»c  remained  here  until  18  August  when  we  took 
ever  the  camp,  fren  the  Jap  guards •  The  guards  who  had  been 
with  us  at  Honsho  did  n<- 1  accompany  us  after  wc  left  Tsum.ori 
for  No.  10  Car  p  at  Npg'-ya .
